If, 
then, this grace is bestowed gratuitously on the 
part of God, upon the sinner, who is destitute of 
merit, if it is under the control of infinite. wisdom 
and goodness, it is plain that it never can inter- 
fere with the authority of Jehovah, and the obli- 
gations of man—that it never can be inconsistent 
with what. God commands the sinner todo, even 
on penalty of death eternal, if he fail—that it ne- 
ver can be inconsistent with the sinner’s full abi- 
lity to obey both the Law and Gospel—that it 
never can be inconsistent with the Christian’s 
full ability, and consequent obligation, to do 
whatever is divinely required for the increase of 
his own piety, the good of Zion, .and the salva- 
tion of sinners. This will be still more evident,

We may reasonably infer from the attributes 
of God, which the Bible revéals, that in bestow- 
ing his sovereign grace on the guilty, he would 
do it in a method which should be adapted-to 
them as moral agents, and which should call their 
moral agency into exercise.

It is time that sinners, who have 
perverted still more these unscriptural views, 
were awakened, lest they should be blasted by 
the thunderings of a fearful damnation. 

Ve ministering servants of Christ, receive this 
kind admonition from one, who is not theorizing, 
but has ‘witnessed with pain what he has now 
heen. deseribing. Think not..brethren, that I 
would diminish ought from the glory and effi- 
ciency of that doctrine, which is all our hope.

Their love and zeal do not 
glow with a flame so pure and constant as is 
pleasing to God. -Because of this and their un- 
belief, the work declines.

in truth,” in their selection of “ the subject mat- 
ter of prayer,” I deny: and [ call on Silvanus for 
proof. In vain, however, do I call. He cannot 
prove his assertion true, because it contradicts 
the testimony of the God of truth. 

Speaking of “ Divine decrees,” he says, “ Nor 
do the prayers of the saints themselves agree 
with this will of God (his decrees or purpose,) 
any farther than they are the fruit of the Spirit’s 
influence.” 

This, if it mean any thing in relation to the 
prayer of faith, must mean that so far as 
the prayers of saints “ are the fruit of the Spirit’s 
influence,” they do agree with that “will of God, 
the Divine decrees.” ‘This is giving up the whole 
ground. Here Silvanus crosses his own track. 
The tenet which he has all along labored to de- 
fend, is this—prayer may be the fruit of the in- 
fluence of the Holy Spirit, yet not agree with the 
purpose of God, nor obtain the identical blessing 
sought. Here, he suggests the thought, that the 
prayer which is “the fruit of the Spirit’s influ- 
ence, does and will agree with the Divine de- 
crees.” Thus he contradicts himself: But, if 
that prayer which is “the fruit of the Spirit’s 
influence,” do agree with “ the Divine decrees,” 
no reason can be assigned why the prayer should 
not be granted ; no reason can be given why the 
individual, identical things thus asked, should 
not done. But to return to the subject of 
light from the Spirit of God. 

The assertion of Silvanus, that light is not the 
thing we specially need from the Spirit of the 
Lord, is altogether unscriptural, is directly con- 
trary to the testimony of God, of prophets, and 
of apostles. eit -

Does Silvanus see and feel that he 
needs nothing from the Holy Ghost, but holy 
desires? Will he rightly understand the Scrip- 
tures, if the Holy Ghost do nothing for him but 
produce haly desires? Does he never feel any 
need of the Holy Ghost to increase his faith? 
Does he not need the wisdom which is from 
above—the wisdoni which the Holy teach. 
es? And how will he obtain it, if the oly Spi- 
rit do not teach him? If the Spirit do not teach 
him, will he grow in the knowledge of Jesus 
Christ ? 

To evade all teaching of the Spirit, in relation 
to “subjecis for prayer,” he says, “ A minister- 
ing angel, as well as the Spirit of God, be 
employed secretly to present to our minds sub- 
jects for prayer, or to turn our attention to those 
— otherwise, we should not have thought 
of.” 
And this declaration that angels may be sent, 
as well as the Spirit of God, to teach us what to . 
pray for, is not proved. Silvanus has not at- 
tempted to prove his declaration true ; he mere- 
ly begs the question, and then argues from it. 

It does not yet appear that angels may be sent 
for this purpose. ‘The “question is not whether 
God has power to send an angel on such an er- 
rand ; but it is this—does such a mission belong 
to the office work of angels? The affirmative of 
this question is not proved: and if it be not the 
office work of angels to teach ‘us what to pray 
for, itis not evident that they even may be sent 


’ 


ron such an errand. We'know, front the Hotij 


Ghost, whose office it is to reveal truth, teach 
doctrine, and foretell future events, as welt ‘as’ 
create holy desires, that it is part of his office 
work to teach us what to pray for. Why, then, 
ascribe this to angels, without authority tado it? 
_ Here, as I pass along, I will notice an objec- 
tion, which others have presented, but which, if 
my memory serve me, Silvanus has not named. 
They tell us that when Jesus on the cross 
rayed, saying, “Father, forgivé them, for they 
now not what they do,” he prayed for Pilate 
and the multitude around ; but there is no reason 
to believe that Pilat®was saved, or that all those” 
Jews, for whom He prayed, were saved. Jats 
prayed in faith, his prayer was not answered, 2. ¢. 
the very things’ for which he prayed were not 
granted. Hence they infer that the prayer otf 
faith is not sure to obtain the very thing.it asks. 


I know not but they think this is good logic : 
but I apprehend they would not. be altogether 
satisfied with such a mode of reasoning, were 
be this as it may, they do not €stapnstrcac-was_ 
of their premises, nor can they; the conclusion, 
therefore, has no sure foundation—it has nothine 
to rest on. The argument, therefore, is a mere 
** rope of sand.” 

They do not prove, nor can they, that Jesus 
prayed for Pilate, nor that he prayed for the mul 
titude ; and till they do this, they labor in vain 
against the long, and well established doctrine, 
that Jesus will give and do all we ask in his 
name. 

The truth is this, Jesus called no name in that 
prayer; and the historian does not tell us for 
whom he did pray; and, to us, the subject rests 
in obscurity. Nothing can safely be inferred 
from it, in relation to the prayer of faith. You 
may guess one thing, and I may guess another ; 
and when we have done all we can, it is nothing 
but guessing. ‘There is no weight in such argu- 
ments ; and it is certainly absurd if it be not tri- 
fling, to bring them up against the multiplied and 
positive declarations and promises of the King of 
Kings. K.

CAUTIONS TO CHRISTIANS IN REVIVALS. 
NO. XIV. 


Be not discouraged about those, who linger under 
conviction. 


In revivals there are generally numbers, who 
linger long under religious anxieties, without 
trusting in Christ. They are laboring hard to 
establish a righteousness of their own. They 
constantly plead that they would but cannot. 
comply with the terms of the gospel. While 
numbers of these repent during revivals, great 
multitudes of them remain obdurate and-unyield- 
ing. They are continually employing’ their 
minds in the invention of excuses,-always feel or 
think they feel that they cannot. give God their 
hearts, and consequently, never, under the influ- 
unce of his Word or Spirit, make a direct effort to 
submit. themselves to the righteousness of God. 
It is a righteous judement-upon such, that they 
are left to reap the bitter fruits of their own ob- 
duracy and unbelief. Thee richly deserve it. 
They might repent and embrace Christ but wilt 
not.” They pass through the revival, still re- 
maining in all their sins; and have occasion to 
take up the bitter lamentation, “ The harvest is 
past, the summer is ended and we are not sav- 
ed.” But while they are guilty for remaining 
impenitent, and justly merit damnation, still itis 
to be feared that ministers and churches are often 
exceedingly guilty for neglecting such! Doubt- 
less thousands have died impenitent, and sunk to 
hell, who might have been rescued from perdi- 
tion, had churches and ministers exercised strong- 
er faith and more: patience, had they been more 
diligent and untiring iv their efforts and prayers ! 
Awful thought! that the preacher’s garments 
shall be stained even with the blood of those for 
whose salvation he has felt and labored much ! 
Awful thought! that he should lose his labor, and 
they their souls because he did not persevere. 
Often in revivals, sinners, who have long linger- 
ed, are converted through the instrumentality of 
the persevering prayers and efforts of God’s 
people, when, in all probability, they would have 
died in sin, and sunk to perdition, unless special 
and unwearied efforts had been made for their 
conversion. : 

Such sinners are in peculiar danger of griev- 
ing the spirit of grace—of sealing their eternal 
damnation! And often it seems to churches, and 
to ministers too, a fruitless, hopeless task, to cen- 
tinue their anxiefies and exertions in behalf of 
such. Hence they are often neglected by chris- 
tians and even by christian ministers. This 
leads. them to-feel that they shall never be con- 
verted, but shall die in theirsins ; and while they 
continue to cherish this feeling, they are, I had 
almost said, sure to remain impenitent, and to 
neglect that effort which is absolutely necessary 
to renounce the world and embrace the Savior. 
This view of the subject, warragted, as I believe 
it is by the word of God, ought to be sufficient 
to make every christian professor and every 
christian minister tremble, lest their neglect of 
duty should be the occasion of eternal ruin to 
souls! In view of this also, ministers and church- 
es should be encouraged to persevere in their 
prayers, and efforts in behalf of those for whom 
they have long labored and prayed. Be careful 
then, christians! that ye do not feel discouraged, 
respecting the conversion of such sinners. If 
you persevere, if you are faithful, God will honor’ 
you as the instruments of conversion to many 
souls—if you are unfaithful, if you tire in your 
efforts for such, vast multitudes of them will die 
in their iniquities and people the world of wo! 
How great your motives to persevere! How 





great your guilt, how ruinous the consequences, if

In 
some instances, the churches aided by this board, 
have experienced a more than ordinary blessing, 
especially Ithaca and Utica. Bcth these churcli- 
es have been but very recently organized, and 
the’ prominent villages in which they are located, 
render them/of essential importance to the exten- 
sion of the Church in the wéstern part of this 
state. 


HOME, MISSIONS. 


The alterations in the Constitution of the Do- 
mestic Missionary Society of Connecticut, pro- 
at the meeting of the General Association 
in 1830, were adopted at the late meeting of the 
Association. By these alterations the Society 
becomes connected with the American Home 
Missionary Society, under the name of the ‘ Mis- 
sionary Society of Connecticut, Auxiliary to the 
ission- 
ary Suciety of Connecticut, are, ex officio, Direc- 
tors of this Society. In addition to these, six 
other Directors are chosen, to constitute the 
Board of Directors of the Auxiliary Society. 
Under the Constitution as amended, the Se- 
cretary is to be chosen by the Directors. The 
meeting of the Directors which was formerly 
held the second week in September, by a change 
of the Constitution is to be hereafter held on the 
2d Wednesday of August, ¢ day of the annual 
meeting of the Trustees of the old Missionary 
Society of Connecticut.

" NEW YORK MAGDALEN SOCIETY. | 


At the suggestion.of a friend, we last weck proposed to 
publish the whole of the Report. We had then read only 
the first part. Since perusing it farther, we have conclu- 
ded to publish extracts only from the remainder. 


Now in view of these melancholy truths, as 
painful to relate, as they are to hear, and pre- 
senting a portrait of moral death, amid the 
blaze of gospel light with which our city is fa- 
vored ; is there not enough to awaken compas- 
sion and zeal in the .heart of every individual 
who fears God and loves his neighbor? compas- 
sion to snatch the wretched victims of vice from 
the sorrows they are preparing for themselves; 
and zeal, to step as it were, between the living 
and the dead, to stay the plague which assails 
the very vitals of society. 

What then is to be done? To this question 
we are aware many answers may be given, but 
without presenting the pretexts on which many 
contend that nothing can be done, or even glanc- 
ing at the views of those who say nothing ought 
to be done, we shall briefly set forth what we 
propose to do, and the encouragement we find 
in the experienge of a few months; as well as 
that furnished by the success of similarly direct- 
ed efforts, in other cities and other countries. 
The object is declared to be “ to reclaim such 
females as have strayed from the paths of virtue, 
and to take measures to prevent the progress of 
prostitution.” It is, therefore, to withdraw fram 
society a fallen and injurious member, who by 
her guilt has become an outcast, but is desirous 
to reform; to train her to habits of diligence, 
order; and industry—to teach her the truths and 
duties ofychristianity, and then to place her in a 
situation, where, by the exertion of her abilities, 
she may obtain an honest livelihood. When 
this caunot be the result, there is a disqualifica- 
tion in the person who seeks for admission; and 
whatever moral or-christian heneficence might 
be exercised by sheltering such a person, the pe- 
culiar design of the institution would not there- 
by be answered, viz. the restoration to society of 
a reputable and useful member. Our object, in 
short, is to restore to society those who had not 
only ceased to benefit it by useful labor, but were 
a burden upon it by their idleness, and a nui- 
sance by their debaucheries—it is to diminish 
the number of temptations tg the young and 
thoughtless—to pour consolation into the hearts 
of parents, mourning the ruin of beloved and 
once hopeful children—to save souls from death, 
and to hide a multitude of sins. 

All this we propose to accomplish not barely by 
rescuing but reforming them; not merely by af- 
fording a refuge from misery, but by providing a 
school of virtue ; not simply to destroy the habits 
of idleness and vice, but to substitute those of 
honorable and profitable industry, thus benefit- 
ting society, while the individual is reclaimed. 
And all this we believe to be practicable by the 
single weapon of the Gospel of God, our Sav- 
ior; hence the preaching of this Gospel is the 
grand efficient agency on which we rely for suc- 
cess. Thisis the means which God has appoint- 
ed to lead sinners to repentance, and we as chris- 
tians are bound to cause the “chief of sinners” 
to hear the Gospel. “Go ye into all the. world, 

my G to every creature.” Two 
expressions in this command of Christ claim this 
duty of us; all the world, and every creature 
The abodes of infamy and pollution, though on 
the confines of hell, are a part of this “ world,” 
and of course they are included inthis command. 
The wretched victims of guilt and misery who 
dwell there, though soon, if not rescued, to be 
tenants of the world of despair, are yat a 
the “creatures” of God, to every one of whom 
he commands us to preach the Gospel.

The income from 
the permanent funds, consisting of the Van Ben- 
schoten fund, the legacy of Rebecca Knox, the 
scholarship endowed by Mr. Heyer, the donation 
of Gen. Van Rensselaer, and the scholarship by 
Col. Rutgers, should be sufficient to support fif- 
teen“beneficiaries; and allowing for an annual 
contribution from all our churches to the fund of 
the Education Board, of the amount of two 
thousand dollars, which could be easily raised, 
should all the churches contribute ;“not less than 
thirty-five beneficiaries could be supported, at 
the allowance of one hundred dollars each.

CIRCULAR. 

The Executive Committee of the American 
Tract Society, beg to invite the attention of the 
friends of Zion to the subject of the following 
resolution, unanimously adopted by the Society 
at their recent anniversary, viz : 


Resolved, “That this society should embrace 
in their operations the spiritual interests of their 
unenlightened fellow men in distant lands; and 
with reference to this object they will endeavor, 
by the divine blessing, to supply Evangelical 
American Missionaries in foreign countries with 
as many approved Tracts, or the means of pro- 
curing them, as shall, in the opinion of the Exe- 
cutive Committee, be needed in the prosecution 
of their labors.” 


This resolution has. been adopted in view of 
existing facts and solemn obligations resting on 
the churches of our favored country. 'The known 
wants of unevangelized nations, the usefulness 
of Tracts among them, and the reiterated claims 
made upon the society by Foreign Missionaries, 
induced the Committee, some months since, to 
open a correspondence with all the Institutions 
in our country known to be engaged in Mission- 
ary operations abroad. The results of that cor- 
respondence and information otherwise obtained, 
as detailed in the society’s annual report, give 
evidence that at least $10,000 may be annually 
appropriated by this society for Tract operations 
in foreign fields, with the fairest prospects of use- 
fulness. 

Among the seventeen millions of Burmah, of 
whom large numbers of the male population can 
read, the attention of the first Christian inquirer 
is said to have been arrested by a Tract ; and in- 
citements for Tract circulation are of the most 
powerful and animating character. The mis- 
sionaries at Ceylon, laboring among a population 
of eleven millions who speak the Tamul, say, 
“No method of doing good in India is so pro- 
mising, with the same sacrifice, as the distribu- 
tion of Tracts.” The smallness of their size 
gains them a reading, and they “feel not the 
sun, and sink not under the climate as does the 
iving missionary.” ‘The missionaries at Bom- 
bay, among twelve millions who speak the Mah- 
ratta, bear essentially the same testimony.— 
* Portions of Scripture, or Tracts,” says the Rev. 
Dr. Marshman, “have had something to do in 
the conversion of almost every individual who 
has joined the Christian church in India.” The 
untold millions of China, who, though they 
speak diflerent dialects, read the same language, 
have at length become accessible through ,the 
medium of the press, and Christian Tracts are 
now in circulation among them. In the Sand- 
wich Islands, Tracts are devoured with an eager- 
ness resembling that of the famishing for bread. 
In Syria, Armenia, Modern Greece, and other 
countries on the Mediterranean, there are wide 
openings for their circulation.” France now pre- 
sents a field which may, by the Divine blessing, 
prove of unparalleled interest. South America, 
notwithstanding the spiritual bondage under 
which her population groans, -a many eli= 
couraging opportunities for usefulness by this 
means; and the fading aborigines of our own 
country have strong claims upon our sympathy 
and aid. : : 

But it is not the object of the Committee, in 
this document, to urge minutely the claims of 
different portions of the foreign field; for their 
validity is recognized perhaps by the entire Evan- 
gelical community. ‘They wish simply to remind 
every friend of the society, and the officers of 
every auxiliary, that, weighty and imperative 
as these claims confessedly are, they cannot be 
met without pecuniary means. ; 

The calls upon the Society in behalf of the in- 
‘creasing millions of our own country have thus 
far exhausted all its receipts from year to year, 
and their interests, it is plain, must not be ne- 
giected inf our efforts to extend the blessiigs of 
the society to distant lands. The Committee, 
therefore, invite their fellow christians, while they 
continue their liberality for the spiritual benefit 
of the destitute at hom, to consider, that the 
Society’s determination and endeavor to extend 
its benefits abroad cannot be accomplished, un- 
less the friends of the Redeemer are excited to 
further this particular design by a prayerful con- 
secration of free donations to a fund exclusively 
appropriated to its promotion. ‘Thousands of

OF THE REV. JOHN BRECKINRIDGE, OF BALTIMORE, 
AT THE ANNIVERSARY OF THE AMERICAN TRACT 
society, may lira, 1831. oe 


Resolved, That this society should embrace in their ope- 
rations the spiritual interests of their unenlightened fellow 
men “in distant lands; and with reference to this object 
they will endeavor, by the Divine blessing, to supply Evan- 
gelical American Missionaries in foreign countries with as 
many approved Tracts, or the means of procuring them, 
as shall in the opinion of the Executive Committee, be 
needed in the prosecution of their labors. 


In moving this resolution Mr. B. said,—Mr. Chairman, 
next to the great plan of redemption itself, perhaps the 
most wonderful of all things is, God’s method of carrying 
it on inthe world. The part which man is called to act 
as its instrument, is only less remarkable than the place he 
occupies as the object of its divine regard. The Gospel 
of Jesus Christ committed to us for our fellow men in all 
the world! Delightful, yet awful trust! Who can decide 
between the distinction and the responsibility of such a 
commission! It may yet be a question, sir, with regard to 
many-of. us, whether it shall be our crown of rejoicing, or 
our unutterable calamity, to have sustained such relations 
to God and our fellow men. wee 

Of this there can be no doubt, that the obligation to 
spread the Gospel is very little felt in proportion to its 
true force and extent, even by the great body of the pro- 
fessed people of God. The claims of Foreign Missions 
especially, though they outweigh unspeakably all other 
claims, are disregarded to a degree which makes an awa- 
kened observer shudder. ey 

I esteem it a peculiar privilege, sir, to have it in my 

power this day, to plead this injured cause, before this as- 
sembly. . . 
Perhaps it may be proper briefly to state the leading 
facts on which the claims of Foreign Missions rest, before 
suggesting the considerations which have peculiar refer- 
ence to your society. ; 

If there be any thing in the word of God of which we 
are certain, it is, that we who have the Gospel, are re- 
quired to give it to those who have it not. The command 
to this effect is a standing law of the great code and will 
continue to bind all men, in all time, until the last heathen 
man shall have heard the news of salvation. Disobedience 
to this command, has about it this peculiar aggravation, 
that it excludes men from the remedy. . The provision has 
been made, but this sin withholds it. Most sins are 
against the nature and claims of Christ’s kingdom, after it 
has been set up in a land—this prevents its being set up. 
It denies to the Gospel a hearing, and to the heathen world 
the power to choose. It is true that man of himself is al- 
together insufficient to carry on this work, and that God is 
able to carry it on alone, without the agency of man. But 
it is also true, that in his sovereignty, He has adopted this 
plan; with this He connects the triumphs of His grace ; 
and his kingdom, if we may speak so, waits on the move- 
ments of man. When man pauses, the gospel also seems 
to pause. The only option which is left to us regards the 
method of obeying this command. e may choose be- 
tween the forms, of carrying or sending the gospel forth. 
Between these lies our only choice; and the alternative 
is rebellion against God. In all ages of the church, to 
neglect this command hes. bees highly ~riminat—nut 10W, 
when the force of the obligation is so strongly and steadily 
pressed upon us, to disregard its claims is no less than de- 
liberate sin. 

In connection with this we remark that obedience to 
this great command of our Lord is a test of the fidelity of 
his people. “If all the moral evil in the world is not act- 
ing immediately against them, it is against Him:” The 
Gospel is the only effectual means of its destruction ; and if 
we decline obedi to that i which calls for its uni- 
versal diffusion, we do, in effect, identify ourselves with 
his enemies, and while we retard the conversion of the 
world, put supreme dishonor on his name, 

It is a striking fact also, that a proper regard for the 
clajms of Foreign Missions, or a Missionary Spirit in ex- 
yo is not only a test of Christian character, but one of 
its great formation principles. The character of a chris- 
tian is so constituted, that it is not only fitted to do good, 
but under God, formed by doing it. Love to God is dis- 
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the Gospel, we not only save others, but exercise and ma- 
ture the graces of the Gospel, in our own hearts. Thus 
in the divine economy, We must spfead the Gospel to en- 
joy it, or to retain it among a people. And he who in the 
right spirit gives, steadily gets, the blessing. : 

One very affecting ground on which God rests our obliga- 
tion to the Heathen is, their perishing condition without the 
Gospel of Christ. Yet, it is sometimes difficult precisely 
to fix a point at which all professed Christians may meet 
in their views of the state and prospects of the Heathen ; 
and hence motives derived ffm such considerations lose 
much of their force in the public mind. Bat there is one 
point in which we must all agree, viz. That God deals 
with us who have the Gospel just as if they perished for 
ever when we withhold it from them. We shail be treated 
at last, just as if they were lost by our neglect! and of 
course, whatever becomes of them, our will be the 
same ; for our duty is not determined by their state but by 
the command of God. 

In view of these and kindred thoughts (which I here 
omit) it is unspeakably distressing to survey the extent of 
heathenism in our world. 1 hold in my hand the very af- 
fecting appeal of Gordon Hall, written from Bombay in 
1826, (only six weeks before he left the world,) addressed 
to American Christians. The following is his sketch of 
the destitute condition of the heathen word. ‘It is griev- 
ous to behold such an extent of country—and so teeming 
with immortal souls, but yet so destitute of the Messen- 
gers of life, From Bombay we look down the coast for 
70 miles, and we see two missionaries—14 miles farther 
we see two more—looking in a more easterly direction, at 
the distance of about 300 miles, we see one missionary, 
chiefly occupied, however, as a chaplain among Europe- 
ans. In aneastern direction, the nearest missionary is 
about 1000 miles from us. Looking a little to the north- 
east, at the distance of 1300 miles, we see ten ov twelve 
missionaries in a little more than as many miles,on the banks 
of the Ganges, Turning thence northward nearly 1300 miles 
more, we see three or four or five more, separated from each 
other by almost as many hundred intervening miles. And 
looking onward beyond these distant posts, in a north-east 
direction, through the Chinese Empire, and Tartary, to 
Kamschatka, and thence down the north-westera coast of 
America, to the river Columbia, and thence across the 
mountains to the Missouri, the first missionaries we see in 
that direction are brethren Vail and Chapman, among the 
Osages. 
€ Again we look north, at the distance of 180 miles, we 
see two missionaries ; but from thence (with two or three 
doubtful exceptions) through all the north of Asia, to the 
pole, not a single missionary is to be seen. In @ north- 
western direction, it is doubtful whether there is now one 
missionary between us and St. *’etersburg. Westerly, 
the nearest is at Jerusalem, or Beyroot. South-west the 
nearest is at,Sierra Leone ; and more to the’ south, the 
nearest may be among the Hottentots, or in Madagascar.

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GEORGIA AND THE INDYANS. 


We have repeatedly called on the Christian community 
to offer their fervent and unceasing prayers in behalf of 
the oppressed Indians. We fear that many Christians 
will admit their obligations, but still neglect to do this. It 
is on this account that we again present the pressing claims 
ofeur red Brethren, upon our sympathies and prayers. 
If we see them groaning under. oppression; about to be 
driven fromtheir homes; to be deprived in a reat mea- 
sure of their terary, civil, and religious privileges; to 
wander back in the desert ; and to tread back the steps

In Nasuvinie, Tenn.—The following is an 
extract of a letter from the Rev. James Smith, 
to the editor of the Religious and Literary In- 
telligencer, dated Columbia, Tenn. June 6, 1831. 


As no other person present at the Nashville 
meeting may give you a detailed account of it, 
I now address you chiefly for thet purpose. 

On arriving in the city, I found that much pre- 


judice existed against preaching in the public 


market place. -Some thought such a meeting 
calculated to bring religion into contempt, and 
that none would attend but the most worthless 
of society, who would be guilty of the most dis- 
ceful and wicked actions. Even some of the 
iends of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church, 
thought the measure rash and imprudent, and 
others declared they would not attend at that 
place, particularly at night. 
On Friday, the 27th May, 11 o’clock, A. M. 
the services commenced, when brother Donnell 
preached to a congregation of about 100 per- 
sons. In the afternoon, about 150 were present ; 
but great fears were entertained that compara- 
tively few would attend at night. However, by 
the time the preacher had taken his text, the 
congregation amounted to about 900 persons, 
who were very attentive, and preserved excellent 
order during the services. But appearances 
were gloomy and discouraging, as no religious 
feeling pervaded the congregation. 
On Saturday, the congregation consisted of 
about 450 persons, who appeared serious and 
attentive ; but appearances still continued un- 
promising, until the close of the afternoon ser- 
vices, when some mercy drops fell upon the con-

ers prayed for and instructed them. 
At early candle-light an immense congrega- 
tion attended, who were very attentive and kept 
excellent order. Considerable excitement exist- 
ed, the mourners’ seats were crowded and a num- 
ber professed to find peace in believing. 

On Sunday afternoon, the congregation con- 
sisted of 4000 persons: deep solemnity and re- 
flection appeared to possess the minds of this 
large assembly; and the influences of the Holy 
Spirit were felt by many souls. In the afternoon, 
the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was admi- 
nistered in the presence of an immense multi- 
tude; but the season was not <s melting as was 
desirable. 

At night, the congregation was very large 
and attentive—several professed to find pardon 
by faith in the blood of Christ. This night I 
seated myselfon the outskirts of the congrega- 
tion during the discourse, and I have rarely seen 
better order kept in the church or meeting house. 
Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, the congregation continued nearly as large 
as before—the same excellent order was observ- 
ed, and a goodly number professed religion; 
but, as the people were fatigued, it was thought 
prudent to suspend farther exertions until Satur- 
day. It was difficult to ascertain the number of 
professions. We heard of 24. : 

I thinkI 
have rarely attended a meeting where appear- 
ances were more promising.

REVIVAL AT SEA. 

_The Lord in mercy has heard the prayers of 
his people, and is beginning ‘to fulfit his promise 
to convert the abundance of the sea. Of this we 
have evidence in the following interesting facts : 

A shipghas recently returned to this port in 
which the saving operations of the Holy Spirit 
have been wonderfully displayed. During the 
outward bound passage, the mate became ex- 
eeedingly anxious for his salvation, and eventu- 
ally obtained peace in believing, but nothing 
more of the kind occurred till they were return- 
ing home. Ina long passage from India, there 
is much leisure, and it seems that this was em- 

loyed to some degree in reading and ‘reflection. 
he influence of the mate, with that of one or 
two pious seamen, was felt among the crew, and 
an anxiety for salvation began to manifest itself. 
The first person who was awakened was a 
young Englishman, of correct habits and good 
behavior, but who had imbibed infidel principles. 
A well known pamphlet entitled, “ A Call from 
the Ocean,” provik lly came in his way. He 
read it and was convinced of sin, for although 
the pamphlet was addressed to landsmen, in or- 
der to excite an jnfluence in favor of seamen, yet 
the remarks were calculated to show him what 
had been his course, and to awaken in his mind 
a desire to flee from jhe wrath to come. Others 
soon after became anxious for salvation, and du- 
ring the remaining three months of the home- 
ward bound passage, a deep seriousness perva- 
ded almost the whole crew. Profane language 
was laid aside, the use of ardent spirits was aban- 
doned by almost every man, and once each day, 
when circumstances would allow, the sailors as- 
sembled in the forecastle for the purpose of read- 
ing, singing and prayer. These things were all 
voluntary acts on the -part of the sailors, without 
any personal aid whatever, and without any in- 
fluence except that of the mate. It is now three 
months since these events began to transpire— 
and this space of trial gives reason to hope that 
the mate and at least three seamen have Saath 
renewed in the spirit of their minds during the 
voyage. Possibly fhe apparent seriousness of 
some of the others was temporary, but even for 
them we will still hope and pray. As an evi- 
dence of the benevolent feelings of the crew, it 
may perhaps be well to state, that before landing 
a subscription was proposed among the sailors, 
ad upwards of $30 was raised to aid the Boston 
men’s Friend Society in their labors.—Bost.

The following interesting communi- 
cation shows some of the happy results. Facts like these 
speak volumes for that invaluable Essay.

A short time since a merchant came in from 
the country to purchase his usual supply of 
goods, and among them he had on his memoran- 
dum several puncheons of Rum, Brandy, &c.— 
fte-had-been inthe tabit-of purchasing pis gro- 
ceries ofa very respectable house in this city, one 
of the partners of this establishment had been at- 
tentively reading Stuart’s Essay, and had come 
to the determination to stop the business. He 
at once made known his feelings to his customer— 
he reflected upon the subject, and came to the 
conclusion to omit filling this part of his memo- 
randum, and instead of purchasing several pun- 
cheons, he took only a half barre! of tworkinds of 
spirit, to be sold only as a medicine. On retuyn- 
ing home with his goods, his old customers soon 
peas that there was no ardent spirits, and 

gan to reason with our friend, on the impru- 
dence and impropriety of refusing to sell to them 
their favorite beverage. He strenuously persist- 
ed in his determination—the laborers on his farm 
began to protest, and declared ihat they could 
not work without it; but-he was unmoved— 
told them his grain might decay upon the ground 
before it should be harvested with ardent spirits. 
The effect was that they came to his terms, and 
he now finds no difficulty in procuring total absti- 
nence laborers. ~

TEMPERANCE PRINCIPLES. 


In examining the scriptural doctrine of tempe- 
rance, Professor Maclean and others seem to 
have erred chiefly in consequence of adopting a 
narrow principle of interpretation. Would they 

roceed on liberal grounds, and apply tothe sub- 
ject in hand the principles .of the Bible, we do 
not see how they could possibly avoid the conclu- 
sion to which we have arrived. The Bible does 
not contain particular directions for all the possi- 
ble occurrences of life. Its plan is wiser and 
more practical. It lays down principles and il- 
lustrates them sufficiently for ail practicy! purpo- 
ses; that is, so far that the honest enquirer can 
easily obtain a knowledge of them and of their 
application to circumstances as they may arise. 
Any thing more would*have been attended with 
great and manifest inconveniences and eyils. Ar- 
dent spirits have brought about circumstances 
which did not exist when the Bible was written ; 
and therefore, in examining the Bible for princi- 
ples by which to judge of the moral character 
of the use of, or the traffic in them, we shall be 
more likely to find what we seek elsewhere, than 
in those passages in which wines, &c., are spoken 
of. Let the honest enquirer pursue his studies 
in this way, and he will find the use or sale of 
ardent spirits as an article of luxury or diet, to 
be as manifest wicxepness, as gambling, or the 
slave trade. 

The“ Wine Question.” It is very easy for 
any one who appreciates the importance and un- 
derstands the principles of the temperance refor- 
mation, and is willing, if fond of wine, to prac- 
tice a little self-denial,to see that it must be his duty 
to let wine alone at present. The use of it by the 
friends of the cause, is a great hindrance to the 
progress of the reformation. This, it seems to 
us, is enough for those who have any desire to 
do good. ‘The same may be said of all intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

The use of ferthented liquors by others ase 
means of diminishing the use of ardent spirits, 
should certainly not be encouraged. It is very 
common and easy to go from a weaker liquor to 
a stronger one, but the reverse is difficult and 
rare. ‘Those who have been accustomed to hard 
drinking, must carefully avoid fermented liquors, 
if they would he safe. This is another. abund-] 
antly sufficient reason for abandoning fermented 
liquors at present. 

Again—physicians, and the experience of mast 
men, we believe, generally condemn them, as on 
the whole injurious to health, and especially to 
the young. 

And, finally, as to wines, we do not see how a 
man pledged to drink no ardent spirits, can use 
such as are common in this country, without vi- 


the case with Mr. Brande’s wines, it is acknowl- 
edged on all hands that those in most common 
use in this country differ essentially from those 
of ancient Palestine, in consequence of the ad- 
mixture of brandy. Now, how:can an “entire 
abstinence man” feel himself at liberty to drink 
wine-grogs any more than water-grogs? His 
pledge, as we understand it, implies that he will 
abstain, not only from raw rum, whisky, &c., 
but from every mixture in the preparation of 
which they are used. Why should brandied wine

Pigeon, who some years ago kept a millinery 
store in Court-street. was found in Theatre Al- 
ley, senseless, and being taken up, a physician 
was called, who stated that she was dying, pro- 
bably from intemperance.—Boston Pat. 


The above instance is but one among the 
thousands who die. from intemperance. What 
renders it most appaling is, that it was a wo- 
man. She was once respeciable, and in a re- 
spectable employment ; but for many years she 
has been little better than a nuisance to society. 
The day porcine to her disgraceful death, she 
was met by one of our city missionaries, who 
told her, with great emphasis, “I am afraid you 
will Lose your sou!”

A result like this must be cheer- 
ing to the patrons of the Institution, and grateful 
—most grateful to those who have placed rela- 
tives and friends under its paternal influence.

nate abuses, if any fall under their observation. 
No instance of peglect; no instance of harsh 
treatment ; no €ase of abuse of any description 
has fallen under our inspection ; no complaints 
have reached our ears, and we are persuaded 
that no just grounds for complaint have existed. 
Neatness and order are indicated in every part 
ofthe establishment : and kindness and vigilance 
are exacted’from every attendant. These facts 
should be recorded, in justice to our Matron and 
Steward, whose time and faculties are devoted to 
the welfare of the Retreat, and the comfort of its 
inmates, [tis needless to repeat what has alrea- 
dy been said of the Physician. The united tes- 
timony of patients and friends constitute a me- 
morial of his kindness; and the success which has 
crowned his exertions will be an enduring monu- 
ment of his skill and professional worth. 

It is now seven years since the Retreat was 
first established, and it must be acknowledged 
that it has showered blessings upon this commu- 
nity, which its most ardent friends dared not an- 
ticipate. ‘There have, in the course of that time. 
been admitted 298 patients. Many of these-had 
been for years deprived of reason, and the period 
for their recovery had gone by. But even these 
have received no common benefit from the Insti- 
tution. They have been kept from harm; while 
their friends and relatives have been spared from 
anxieties which excecd all others; and neighbor- 
hoods, which formerly suffered from the wayward 
propensities of the insane, have been relieved 
from ‘depredations to which they were once ex- 

d. Of this number of old cases, $1 have 
en restored to reason. - Had they remained as 
formerly, in. their own dwellings, restrained by 
force or watched with solicitude both heart-rend- 
ing and hopeless, it is not reasonable to suppose 
that one fourth part of them would have been 
restored to reason. But when we turn our eyes 
to the Tables of recent cases, we meet with re- 
cords of success which should command our gra- 
titude and our admiration. During the lastsevén 
years, 147 recent cases of insanity have been ad- 
mitted ; of which number, 133, being more than 
nine tenths, have been restored to reason. It is 
not an extravagant calculation, that three fourths 
of these would have continued under the influ- 
ence of mental derangement, if no establishment, 
like the Retreat, had been prepared for thei recep- 
thon. ; 
It becomes the friends of humanity to rejoice 
at a result so grateful: it becomes the patrons of 
this institution to be glad when they see their ef- 
forts leading so many fellow mortals from the 
dark regions of insanity to mental illumination, 
to —pesnee and to usefulness. The tree which 
they have planted has already began to bring 
forth fruit, and its vigoreus growth gives promise 
of harvest which will be more | more abun-

There are 180 teachers giving instruction re- 
gularly to these children, nearly all of whom are 
members of this and the third chureh. 
For supporting these schools, $60C have been - 
contributed by this congregation, during the 
two years. ‘This liberality has enabled us to ob- 
tain the necessary supply of Bibles, Testaments, 
Spelling-books, Hymn-books, &c., besides bench- 
es and stoves for some of the school-rooms. ; 
Your contributions, however, have been but 
barely sufficient to meet our indispensable wants. 
The teachers have found it necessary to contri- 
bute themselves $700 more; this sum being re~ 
quired for libraries, maps, book-cases, fuel, rent, 
and some smaller expenses. Thirteen hundred . 
dollars then have been expended on our schools- 
Of this we have at- least $1050 in unimpaire 
stock ; as follows, 130 Bibles, 580 Testaments, 
370 Spelling-books, 150 Bible Question books, 
$90 Hymn-Books, and an amok su of Pri- 
mers, cards, &c.; also 1100 li rary ooks circu- 
lating among scholars and their families, $100 
worth of stoves, and a sufficient number of bench- 
es and book-cases.—S. S. Jour. 


WILL THE WATCHMEN GO UNPUNISHED ? 


How awfully alarming the situation of a com-* 
munity, where the spiritual watchmen, the pro- 
fessed friends of Christ, and perishing sinners 
are all sleeping together. We think the follow- 
ing article, from the Religious Herald, truly 
alarming. 

The annual meeting of the Meherrin Associa- 
tion was held at Malone’s meeting-house, Meck- 
lenburg county, commencing Saturday, April 
25th. ‘The introductory sermon was delivered 
by Elder George Petty, from 1 Timothy vi. 17- 
—19. Elder Shelburne was chosen moderator, 
and Bryan W. Lester clerk. This Association 
comprises 15 churches, three of whom were net 
represented, 11 ordained and 2 licensed preach- 
ers, 1022 members in 10 of the. churches. -Ad- 
ditions by baptism duringthe past year 110. The 
next annual meeting is appointed to be held at 
Sandy Creek meeting-house, Charlotte county, 
to meet on Saturday before the 4th Lord’s-day 
in April 1832. 

The state of religion in this Association is dis- 
couraging. Not only are noefforts made to ex- 
tend the gospel, but a spirit generally hostile to 
all benevolent or missionary societies prevails® 
throughout the Association. Sabbath Schools 
are neglected, and Bible societies and Bible 
classes are unknown. ‘This was at one period a 
flourishing body, and its decay may be justly 
ascribed to the want of an enlightened mimstry, 
and a faithful, practical exhibition of duty. The 
prevalence of Antinomianism and of reform has 
also contributed to the extiction of that zeal and 
love which impels the disciples of Jesus tobe | 
forward in every good gword and work.
